If men preach the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost as they ought, they preach 
the Gospel. 

Was the baptism of John from heaven, or 
of men? The commandment came from heav- 
en for him to baptize with water. Is the 
baptism of Christ from heaven, or of men? 
It is from heaven. This is the promise of the 
Father. Did His promise cease at the day of 
Pentecost? No. For “the promise is unto 
you, and unto your children, and to all that are 
afar off,even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call.” God calls us by His Spirit, and 
by His instrumentalities, but many have re- 
fused the promise. All who want and ask, 
shall receive, according to God’s promise. 

A few years since a man asked me if I pro- 
fessed to bea Christian. I answered yes. He 
then asked me if I had been baptized with 
water. I said no. He replied that I was yet 
lacking of being a Christian; I was un- 
der condemnation. I believe that man’s water 
doctrine isnot sound. There is a great differ- 
ence between his views and the Gospel of 
Christ. The Gospel says: “As many of you 
as have been baptized into Christ, have put 
on Christ.’’ “There is therefore now no condem- 
nation to them which are in Christ Jesus.” 
Therefore, which is right, he or the Scip- 
tures? There is “one Faith; and his faith 
is, that we should be buried with water by 
baptism into death. But we cannot find 
FatrH so expressed in the Bible. This so- 
called water baptism is not a baptism now, as 
there is but one. He that is baptized with 
Christ is baptized with his Saviour, and he 
shall be saved if he remain baptized with 
Him unto death. 

God commanded John to baptize with wa- 
ter, therefore that was law, contained in an 
ordinance. It was right then for 4 man to 
be baptized with water until Christ established 
His own. Then John’s baptism might de- 
crease. Jesus came to John to be baptized of 
him, but John forbade Him, saying, ‘I have 
need to be baptized of Thee.” John said 
right; he had need to be baptized of Him, 
and so have we. ‘And Jesus answering, said 
unto him: suffer it to be so now; for thus it 
becometh us to fulfil all righteousness. Then 
he suffered Him.” That was fulfilling right- 
eousness. John did right in baptizing Jesus ; 
it was law. Jesus said: ‘One jot, or one tit- 
tle, shall in no wise pass from the law, till all 
be fulfilled.” Jesus fulfilled it all. “For 
the law made nothing perfect, but the bring- 
ing in of a better hope did, by the which we 
draw nigh unto God.” Who brought us in 
the better hope? It was “Jesus, the author 
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and finisher of our faith.”” There is but “one 
Faith” All our faith ought to be founded 
on the Rock. And we should “walk by 
faith.’’ Christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law. 

John said: “I indeed baptize you with 
water unto repentance, but He that cometh 
after me is mightier than I, whose shoes I am 
not worthy to bear: He shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost and with fire.” When 
Jesus came he promised to baptize with the 
Holy Ghost. He saith: “Nevertheless I tell 
you the truth, it is expedient for you that I 
go away, for if 1 go not away the Comforter 
will not come unto you.” ‘The Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghost, whom the Father 
will send in my name, He shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your remem- 
brance whatsoever I have said unto you.” 
After He rose from the dead, ‘‘being assem- 
bled together with them (His disciples), com- 
manded them that they should not depart 
from Jerusalem, but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith He, ye have heard 
of me. For John truly baptized with water, 
but ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost 
not many days hence.” True to His promise, 
He commenced to baptize with the Holy Ghost 
on the day of Pentecost; and the promise is 
unto you, &c. Some time after the day of 
Pentecost the Holy Ghost fell on the Gentiles 
while Peter was speaking to them, as on the 
disciples at the beginning. Peter said : “Then 
remembered I the word of the Lord, how that 
he said, John indeed baptized with water, but 
ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost.” 

.... He added: ‘Forasmuch then as 
God gave them the like giftsas He did unto 
us who believed on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
what was I that I could withstand God?” 
He is willing to give all, both Jews and Gen- 
tiles, the same gift, that ask for it, that is if 
they are desirous of having the Holy Ghcst. 


I heard a man, preaching, say that their 
water baptism was the most holy; and an- 
other say that it made a man the most like 


Christ. I do not believe either of them. I 
will tell you what makes a man the most like 
Christ ; it is to be baptized with Christ. Then 
he is a new man in Christ. Such a baptism 
is the power of God unto salvation. 

I would further remark that there is a dif- 
ference between an ordinance and a promise 
from God. Ordinances ordained under the 
law, I believe, have ceased. They are not to 
us and to all that are afar off. Paul asks the 

uestion, “Wherefore if ye be dead with 
hrist from the rudiments of the world, why 
as though living in the world are ye subject 
to ordinances?” . . . . The doctrine of water 
baptism is now of men, and will perish with 
the using. The baptism of the Holy Spirit

wisdom in will worship.’”’ Water baptism 
has a show of wisdom to them that are ignor- 
ant, and it belongs to will worship also. 
“God is a spirit, and they that worship Him 
must worship Him in spirit and in truth.” If 
the first baptism had made the comers there- 
unto perfect, then there would be no place 
sought for the second. But Jesus fulfilled 
and took away the first, that He might estab- 
lish His own, which He did by shedding His 
precious blood. Blotting out the hand-writ- 
ing of ordinances that was against us, which 
was contrary to us, and took it out of the way, 
nailing it tothe cross. It must therefore bea 
dead work now. We may judge of things by 
the effects produced. Christ's baptism en- 
ables people to have the answer of a good 
conscience towards God. John’s baptism 
cannot effect this; for/baptize a carnal man 
with water and he is carnal still. The bap- 
tism of Christ makes a new creature of him 
if he receives it. The baptism of flesh ful- 
filleth nothing. It is the Spirit that quicken- 
eth. ‘‘ The words that I say unto you (said 
Christ) they are spirit and they are life.” 
When a person is baptized with Christ (male 
or female) they have entered into the way by 
the door, for Christ has recived them. ‘‘ He 


that entereth not by the door into the sheep- 


fold, but climbeth up some other way, the 
same is a thief and a robber.” ... . 

They that are baptized with Christ have on 
the whole armor, and they have on the 
“wedding garment.” ‘ He that believeth on 
Me (said Christ) as the scripture hath said, 
out of his belly shall flow rivers of living 
water. But this spake He of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on Him should re- 
ceive, for the Holy Ghost was not yet given, be- 
cause that Jesus was not yet glorified.” There- 
fore it is evident that Jesus did not commence 
to baptize until He was glorified. And we 
have no evidence that He has ceased to fulfil 
His promise to baptize with the Holy Spirit; 
but the contrary, that the promise continues 
unto you and to your children, &c. We may

| Men are liable to forget that “every good 
gift and every perfect gift is from above, 
and cometh down from the Father of light.” 
He first promised, and while the disciples were 
praying in faith or expectation, God bestowed 
the gift. There is a difference between a 
promise of God and His commands. Men 
may obey God’s commands, but cannot fulfil 
His promises. He does not command to bap- 
tize with the Holy Ghost, but to teach or 
preach baptizingly ; baptizing in the name 
of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. His 
ministers have therefore to preach those names, 
not to leave out one, but each in the proper 
place. They will then preach that the Father 
sent the Son to redeem us from all iniquity, 
and from the curse of the law. The Son ful- 
fils, as the gospel says, and baptizes penitent 
believers with the Holy Spirit to make them 
fit for heaven. This is the way we enter into 
the Holiest of all. Signs, shadows, figures 
and carnal ordinances are all done away in 
Christ. Signs answered for the time then pres- 
ent. Now we are come to reality and “‘ the 
substance of things hoped for.’—With the 
Holy Ghost sent down from heaven; which 
things the angels desire to look into. 
He that is willing and able to receive the 
testimony, let him receive it.

THE STATE OF THE SOCIETY. 


The Conference which has been lately held 
in London is an admission to the world that, 
as a Church, the Society of Friends is not in 
a healthy state: however humiliating, it is 
cause of unfeigned thankfelness that there is 
an honest admission of the fact, and the de- 
sire manifested to discover the remedy. There 
can be no hope of cure until we feel our sick- 
ness, acknowledge and deplore our condition ; 
when we come to this point, and are made 
willing to remember. from whence we are 
fallen, to repent and do the first works, then, 
blessed be God, health will be restored, for 
our Physician is Almighty. 

In considering our present position, and 
what is needed to make us more efficient and 
influential for good, it may be well to remem- 
ber that perhaps the most prominent testi- 
mony given to us, as Friends, to bear, was the 
all-important mission of the Holy Spirit, and 
to inquire a little into His work in the hearts 
of saints and sinners ; thus going back to first 
principles we may find a remedy for what we 
now so generally deplore. 

Dwelling on secondary means seems like 
beginning at the wrong end,—our first duty 
being to recognize the great First Cause, 
through whose power our founders were en- 
abled to rebuke the prevailing errors of their 
day, and bequeath to us a living testimony to 
the truth. 

The most perfect machinery, for lack of mo-! 
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tive power, may be practically useless. 
Nature, wherever there is life there will be 
suitable organization; but it is possible to 
have organization from which the life has de- 
parted. Was not the wail of Israel, in the 
days of Ezekiel, similar to the cry that is now 
rising from not a few hearts in our little 
Church? ‘Our hope is lost, our bones are 
dried; we are cut off!” Even after the 
shaking, when bone had come to bone, the 
sinews came upon them, and the skin cover- 
ing them above—still there was no breath. 
What was the remedy? Prophesy unto the 
wind, prophesy, O son of man, and say to the 
wind, Thus saith the Lord God; come from 
the four winds and breathe upon these siain, 
that they may live; and, in answer to the 
God-commanded prayer, the breath came in- 
to them, and they lived and stood upon their 
feet an exceeding great army. 

“* Quakerism,” said William Penn, “ is an- 
cient Christianity revived,” so that prosecut- 
ing our inquiry it may be safest to go back to 
the origina] model, and take the testimony of 
Scripture with regard to the work of the 
Spirit in the early Christian Church. 

The Holy Spirit’s mission in the heart of 
unregenerate man is to convince him of sin 
because he believes not on Jesus; to reason 
with him respecting righteousness and judg- 
ment; and as the repenting sinner bows under 
this visitation of mercy, the same Divine 
Power takes of the things of Christ and ap- 
plies them to his condition; and when, through 
faith, the poor seeking soul gains access by 
One Spirit unto the Father, he receives pow- 
er to call Jesus Lord, by the Holy Ghost, and 
thus becomes a member of the Church. 

But it now concerns us to dwell more par- 
ticularly on the Holy Spirit’s work in giving 
— and efficacy to the members of this 

dy ; we shall, therefore, refer to the past, 
and call to mind the part He exercised in 
making the little Church at Jerusalem a 
mighty power in the world. Before our bles- 
sed Saviour had finished His earthly ministry, 
“He ordained twelve” that they should be 
with Him, and sent them forth to preach, to 
heal sickness, to cast out devils. Further we 
read, “The Lord appointed other seventy 
also; and sent them two and two before His 
face, into every city and place whither He 
Himself would come,” with the same commis- 
sion : “‘ Heal the sick, and say the Kingdom 
of God is come nigh unto you.” To these 
labors Divine witness was borne with signs, 
wonders, and gifts of the Holy Ghost; the 
same power accompanying their ministry that 
enabled Peter, on behalf the twelve, to say, 
“Thou art Christ, the Son of the Living 
God,” which drew from their dear Master the 
exclamation, “ Blessed art thou, Simon Bar- 
jona; for flesh and blood hath not revealed 
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it unto thee, but my Father who is in heaven.” | his own, but they had all things in com- 


Yet under the pressure of sore trial, the men 
who had witnessed this good confession for- 
sook Him and fled. In sorrow, in darkness, 
and in doubt, we find them, after the Resur- 
rection, again gathered together in an upper 
room, deeply needing a fresh baptism of for- 
giving love, when their beloved Master en- 
tered, dispelling the darkness, and renewing 
their commission by the reassuring words, 
“Peace be unto you; as My Father hath sent 
me, even so send I you;” and when He had 
said this He breathed on them, and they re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost. But still another 
and yet another baptism was needed to fit 
these men for their life-work, so we read, ere 
He was “taken up, and a cloud received 
Him out of their sight,” He said unto them, 
“Tarry at Jerusalem until ye be endued with 
power from on high; for ye shall receive 
power after that the Ho'y Ghost is come upon 
you, and ye shall be witnesses unto Me both 
in Jerusalem, in all Judea, in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost parts of the earth.” And 
now let us pause to inquire (as, obedient to 
these parting words, they returned to the city) 
what character their waiting assumed. Doubt- 
leas, with earnest longings to enter on the life 
of loving service before them, they gathered 
in that upper room where “they continued 
with one accord in prayer and supplication 
with the women, and Mary, the mother of 
Jesus, and His brethren.” They waited not 
in prayerless easy confidence that the blessing 
promised would come in due season and at the 
right time, but, recognizing the great fact 
that they had a part to act in the accomplish- 
ment of this promise, there, in that upper 
room, they wrestled, wept, and prayed. The 
day of Pentecost found them still with one 
accord in one place, when suddenly the an- 
swer came, and a sound of arushing mighty 
wind filled the house, while cloven tongues 


mon.” 

We need not further trace the threadof the 
Church history, nor dwell longer on the won- 
derful power and blessing which the exercise 
of united prayer brought down on bands of 
struggling Christians and communities of 
God’s children in every-age. 

“Through your prayer, and the supply of 
the Spirit,’ was the secret by which Paul ex- 
pected to overcome; and has it not been 
through prayer and the supply of the Spirit 
that revivals of religion and marvellous de- 
liverances have been effected in all periods of 
the world? When God has a special design 
of mercy towards a people or a person, He 
creates a desire for the blessing He is about 
to give, whether it be pardon, sanctification, 
enlargement, or increased usefulness. We can, 
for example, go back to Israel in Egypt, Ju- 
dah in captivity—their cry arose when the 
time of deliverance drew near; the same in 
Nehemiah’s case, when, in sorrow of heart for 
the desolation of his country, he gained the 
king’s help and protection; the same with 
the disciples praying for the power which was 
about to be given them ; the same in the prep- 
aration of Luther’s mind for a work which 
was to bless many nations; the same in the 
deep exercises of George Fox’s soul, ere he 
was sent forth baptized by the Spirit. 

With this conviction living in my heart, I 
should look upon the present movement in 
our Society as a sure harbinger of better 
days, if I had full faith that it would deepen 
into a wide-spread vital exercise of soul be- 
fore the Lord. I am deeply impressed with 
the conviction that our mission in the world 
is uot ended ; that a testimony to the simpli- 
city of ancient Christian faith and practice is 
just now most important, when the tide of 
fashionable feeling is carrying so many to-

Elijah, who prayed earnestly that it might 
not rain, if so be the guilty people might 
repent of their idolatry. Ezra, who rent his 
mantle, fell upon his knees, and held out his 
hands to the Lord, erying on behalf of the 
captive nation. Nehemiah, who wept and 
mourned and fasted, confessing the sins of the 
children of Judah. Daniel, who set his face 
to the Lord God, and made supplication, say- 
ing, ‘‘ We have sinned, to us belong blushing 
and confusion, but unto the Lord mercy and 
forgiveness.”’ In all these cases, and in many, 
many more, there came an answer of peace 
and blessing, and “through your prayer and 
the supply of the Spirit,” shall come to us an 
answer of peace also. Let us give up looking 
with suspicion, and judging one another; let 
us cease to think our discipline can in any 
wise save us; let us cast aside all false fears 
which, as George Fox says, are the work of 
the devil, and come together to confess our 
sins and wrestle for a blessing. And now 
there may be some saying, “ We don’t sympa- 
thize with this low appreciation of our state; 
these doleful strains must not be for ever 
sounding in our ears; there is more cause for 
encouragement than for mourning. Our So- 
ciety exerts greater influence for its numbers 
than any other Christian body.” In reply, 
we may thankfully acknowledge that at this 
time there are scattered up and down, perhaps 
everywhere, men and women whose hearts 
God has touched, and whose labor He owns 
in various departments of Christian service; 
but let us ask even them whether they are 
satisfied with their present experience, and 
will not the reply be, “ We want to gather 
more fruit; we want more power; we want 
another baptism from above.” And surely, 
if we comfort ourselves with the thought that 
we are more influential than others in propor- 
tion to our number, it may be well to consider 
whether our complacency will not be dis- 
turbed by the fact, that, as a body, we are 
far beyond the average standing in position, 
education, wealth, and respectability, and that 
these talents, which are only lent us for God’s 
glory, ought to do a mighty work in our 
country. We may be keeping our standing 
with propriety as a Society, and as individu- 
als. But, oh, Friends, what are we doing a8 
a Church towards the ingathering of sinners? 
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How do we stand in reference to the field, 
which is the world? Let us raise our eyes 
from our own respectability and comfort, and 
behold sin, sorrow, and suffering everywhere. 
Look upon the field, and say not, “There are 
yet four months,” for it white already to har- 
vest; see the laborers so few, and the work so 
great, that a tithe of it cannot be accom- 
plished, Look! as oue after another falls, 
fainting with the burden and heat of the day, 
pressed out of measure, and beyond strength;

EXTRACT FROM THE MEMOIRS OF WILLIAM 
FORSTER. 

There are some of our friends (remarked 
W. F.) who have had trequent and profitable 
intercourse with professors of other religious 
societies, and who may have observed in some 
of them what they may deem to be evidences 
of a religious life; and finding in them such 
fruits, without the humiliating course of con- 
duct which our practices lead to, some may be 
discouraged from this self-denying course. 
But it is my belief that as Friends keep their 
minds open to the work of the Holy Spirit, 
they will find that the cross is thus laid upon 
them; not by themselves, but by the Lord 
Jesus Christ Himself. And believing, as I 
do, that many who have gone before us would 
not have attained to the degree of growth and 
experience which they did, had they not 
walked in this self-denying path, I would 
offer a word of encouragement to some that 
they be attentive to the gentle influence of 
the Holy Spirit in this respect. There is a 
danger of making too light of conscientious 
scruples, as well as of making tuo much of 
them. I have been much impressed by a re- 
mark ina letter of John Woolman’s:—“I 
cannot give myself a right concern ; but when 
it is laid upon me I endeavor to be faithful.” 
| There is a possibility that some who have 
| known something of the humbling power of

| this experience. Some of these may think there

| desire now to be found in a liberty different

Wuire Staves.—Some months ago, a | 
painful interest was excited in the public 
mind in our large cities, by the asserted 
discovery of a number of cases of the kid- 
napping of Italian children, who were 
trained and used in subjection by strolling 
musicians, fortune-tellers, mendicants, and 
others. There appears to be no doubt that 
such crimes are committed systematically ; 
the term applied thereto in Italy being “the 
white slave traffic.” A law has been lately 
passed by the Italian Parliament, with the 
intention of suppressing this system, by severe 
penalties of fine and imprisonment imposed | 
npon those concerned in it. If the parents, 
or guardians, or children, are in foreign 
countries, complaint is to be made to the 
ministers or resident consuls of the kingdom | 
of Italy; who are then accountable for the | 
return of such children to their parents, at 


the cost of the Italians having them in posses- 
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sion; or, if this be impossible, then at the 
expense of the Italian Government. It will 
certainly be right for all who know of such 
cases, to promote the escape of these often 
cruelly treated ‘“‘ white slaves” from their 
bondage; to which, however, it is believed, 
inhuman parents have in some instances con- 
sented, for their own pecuniary gain. 


A SAD LOSS. 

The following account, from the Indepen- 
dent, refers to Professor C. Pronier, of Switzer- 
land, and A. Carrasco, of Madrid, who were 
lost in the “ Ville du Havre,” a few weeks 
since; each of whom has left a widow and a 
family of helpless children : 

These two gentlemen were warmly attached 
to each other, and were returning together 
from the Conference of the Evangelical Alli- 
ance. Carrasco was a convert to the Gospel 
in Spain, and was condemned to imprisonment 
for life with Matamoras. They were released 
on an appeal of the British Alliance and 
banished from Spain. Carrasco thereupon 
went to Geneva, and studied theology in the 
seminary in which Pronier was professor of 
theology. There the friendship began which 
continued till the day of their death. After 
attending the Conference, they resolved to 
return together, and shared a stateroom on 
board the “ Ville du Havre.” Unfortunately 
it was precisely in a position to receive the 
full force of the collision. Pronier came on 
deck, and was seen bleeding dreadfully from 
a severe cut inthe head. He went below for 
a moment and was seen no more. Carrasco 
was probably still more severely injured, as 
he was not seen by any one of the survivors 
after the collision. We trust that the appeal 
of the Evangelical Alliance for a fund for the 
relief of these afflicted families, will be widely 
and cordially responded to. 

Braie-Scuoois.—Onr attention has been called 
toa plea in the “Sunday School World” (by 
Joshua L. Baily) for the uniform employment by 
members of all denominations, of the term Buble 
School instead of the several other expressions 
now inuse. The proposal of this designation in- 
stead of that of “ First-day Schools” among 
Friends, was made in the Christian Worker du- 
ring last year; and at that time received our en- 
tire approval. There are some Mission-schools 
taught on the first day of the week, whose pupils 
require instruction in the ordinary elements of 
school knowledge, as well as in the Scriptures ; 
and there is religious and biblical instruction 
given in many places on other days of the week. 
Properly, therefore, certain schools ought to be 
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called Bible Schools, rather than by any other | 
name. It is an interesting fact, alluded to in the 
essay of J. L. Baily above referred to, that the 
oldest association for instruction on the first day 
of the week in Philadelphia retains still the title 
of * The First day, or Sunday School Society ;” 
its establishment and early management having 
been, to an important extent, participated in by 
members of the Society of Friends.

SPECIAL PROVIDENCE. 

BY M. 8. W. |

Cotton Mather, in his “ Magnalia,” which 
was written nearly two hundred years ago, re- 
lates several instances of remarkable preser- 
vations. The following one resembles that of 
the California steamer A ship of Dublin, 
whereof Andrew Bennet was master, being 
bound from thence unto Virginia (in April, 
1681,), got about an hundred and fifty leagues 
from Cape Cod, in New England, in a very 
stormy time suddenly there sprang a plank 
in the forepart of the ship. In half an hour 
the ship sank, and sixteen men and three 
women perished in the deep. The master and 
three others escaped in a small boat, but were | 
in little better condition than those in the 
ship, for they were without sail or oars, food 
or water. They drove with a hard wind 
and high sea a day and a night, whén they 
were rescued by a passing vessel, called a 
“ketch.” ‘* Now,” says Cotton Mather, “none 
of the least remarkable circumstance in this 
matter was, that when the ship foundered, the 
‘ketch’ was many leagues to the westward 
of her, but a contrary wind caused her to} 
stand back again into the eastward, where | 
these poor men were met and saved.”’ 

The same author relates the following :— 
“Remarkable rescues from death have been 
received by so many thousands among us, | 
that there has been scarce one devout family 
which hath not been able to bring in some- 
thing unto the heap of these experiences. Per- 
sons at the very point of mortal bruising or | 
drowning, have been snatched out of the jaws 
of destruction in ways that are not accounta- 
ble; even ejaculatory prayers have had aston- | 


! 
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the floor between two of the children without 
ever touching one of them.” 

“This poor man cried, and the Lord heard 
him, and saved him out of all his troubles.” 
—Psalms xxviv, 6. 

Joseph John Gurney, when on a gospel 
mission to this country, was at one time on a 
journey to Indiana, and thus describes his 
mode of travelling: “1 was conveyed in one 
of the homely but comfortable wagons of the 
country, a light carriage on springs, drawn by 
two good horses, and fraught with other con- 
veniences.

Though the impression 
deepened in his mind, that God willed not 
that he should go, he took his hat; but ere 
he crossed the threshold of his house, a voice 
warned him, ‘ Go not.’ The sweet and solemn 
warning caused him totarry. In a conflict 
of feeling he passed the hour for admittance ; 
but still fearful of neglecting a duty, he rushed 
to the prison. But a power he could not re 
sist ‘suffered him not,’ and he returned to his 
closet, assured that God could work without 
him, and that in returning, he obeyed the 
will of Him whom he desired to serve.” 

The prisoner had determined to make one 
desperate effort to escape. The visits of the 
faithful pastor were between three and four 
o'clock. The prisoner had resolved, on his 
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entrance this day, to spring on him, strike 


him dead, and escape. 

“The hour struck, and the servant of God 
came not; the hand of love was guarding 
him. The unhappy prisoner grew wild with 
disappointment, and he yelled with rage. The 
jailer, hearing an unusual noise, entered the 
cell abruptly. The prisoner, supposing him 
to be the expected visitor, sprang with the 
strength of despair upon his victim, and smote 
him on the head with his fetters. He fell 
dead, while the murderer rushed to the outer 
door, attempting to escape, and only after a 
severe struggle, was captured. Before his 
execution he confessed that he had murdered 
the jailor in mistake for his kind and faithful 
visitor.”

Statistical Researches, respecting the Loss 
of Men and Money involved in them. By Paul 
Leroy Beaulieu. Published by the Paris In- 
ternational League of Peace. ‘Translated and 
republished by the London Peace Society. 
1869. 

In the preface to the London edition they 
state: “The League was founded mainly by 
the indefatigable exertions of M. Frederic 
Passy, and numbers amongst its supporters 
many distinguished persons, not only in 
France, but in Germany, Italy, Belgium, and 
other continental countries. Among other 
modes of operation, it is issuing from the 
press a series of small volumes, as a Peace 
Library, admirably adapted for popular in- 
struction. Eight or nine of such volumes 
have been published; of one of the most 
valuable of which a translation is here pre 
sented to the English reader. 

“Tt isa work of great labor and research, 
and so careful has the author been not to ex- 
aggerate, that he has in several instances very 
much understated the cost in blood and mon- 
ey of the wars in which Europe has been 
engaged within the last sixteen years. These 
— must surely be regarded as presenting & 
melancholy illustration of the civilization and 
Christianity of the nineteenth century.”

NEW RESOLUTIONS. 

With New Years and birthdays come new 
resolutions, new purposes, new plans, new 
professions, new promises, new vows, new 
eonsecrations. And we should certainly hail 
with gladness every token of any rising to a 
better and stronger life, a life of constant 
watchfulness, and more exalted trust in God, 

It may, however, be doubted whether those 
periodical resolutions, vows, and re-consecra- 
tions, are as profitable as their prevalence 
might seem to indicate. The Lord takes no 
special account of New Years or birthdays, 
more than any other days or times, and he 
is as ready to bestow a blessing to-day. as on 
any anniversary or noted day. 

Multitudes of people have made fresh vows, 
from year to year, and “determined to be 
more faithful;”’ and yet, probably ninety- 
nine in a hundred of those vows have been 
violated and forgotten. Is it well to lay such 
snares before weak consciences ? 

God requires present trust and present obe- 
dience. Coming days and years are all with 
Him. We may never see them. And of what 
possible use to the Lord, or to ourselves, are 
our oft-repeated vows and protestations.

It is related of one man, noted among the

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SUMMARY OF NEWS. 


Foreign InTELLIGENCE.—Advices from Europe to 
the 20th inst. have been received. 

Great Britain.—A large fire occurred in the 
Portsmouth Dock-yard on the 14th, by which stores, 
to the value of thousands of pounds, accumulated 
there for the Ashantee expedition, were destroyed. 
Extensive flour-mills at Leith, Scotland, were al 
most totally destroyed by fireonthe 16th. The loss 
was estimated at $1,250,000, and 400 persons were 
thrown out of employment. 

France.—The National Assembly has been dis- 
cussing the bill providing for the appointment of 
Mayors by the government, on which the Ministry 
sustained its recent defeat. On the 17th, an amend- 
ment was twice offered, by different parties, requir- 
ing that Mayors shall be chosen from among the 
members of municipal councils (the bill, if unmodi- 
fied, allowing the appointment of those who are not 
residents of the place for which they are chosen ;) 
but it was voted down on both occasions, by a ma- 
jority, first of 5 and afterward of 14. The bill 
finally passed on the 20th by a majority of 43. 

An electoral bill has been proposed, the effect of 
which will be to restrict suffrage very considerably. 
The law now in force prescribes 21 years of age, 
and six months’ residence, as the qualitications for 
voters; but the new bill, which, as the Duke de 
Broglie, the head of the Ministry, has informed the 
committee upon it, the government accepts, fixes 
the age at 25, and requires three years, continuous 
residence in the locality where the vote is to be 
given. The government has also declared in favor 
of the appointment of Senators by the government 
or the Councils-General, in case of the creation of 
an upper House. 


Spain.—Cartagena surrendered to the government 
forces on the 13th inst. At the time of the capitu- 
lation, the insurgent Junta, and a large number of 
liberated convicts and others, went on board of the 
war steamers in their possession, and after a naval 
engagement with the government vessels off the har- 
bor, one steamer with 500 persons on board was cap- 
tured, but two escaped. One, the Numancia, went to 
Mers-el-Keber, in Algeria, where the refugees sur- 
rendered themselves to the French authorities. A 
Spanish frigate afterward arrived at Mers-el-Keber, 
and demanded the surrender of the Numancia. The 
authorities awaited orders from Paris to determine 
their course, but on the 15th they gave up the ves- 
sel. Three insurgent chiefs were sent to the capital 
of Algeria, and the other refugees were “ interned ” 
in the fort and barracks of Mers-el-Keber and Oran. 
The other vessel which escaped is said to have 
reached a French port, but we have no further ac- 
count of its fate. A part of the Spanish force 
recently employed in the siege of Cartagena, has 
already marched against the Carlists. 

The insurgents at Barcelona continued in posses- 
sion of the city until the 15th, when they surren- 
dered. Marshal Serravo’s government is thus left 
at liberty to devote its military resources and ener- 
gies to the effort to suppress the Carlist insurrec- 
tion in the northern provinces.

show that 100 Ultramontanes and 230 Ministerial 
Liberals have been elected to the Reichstag, or Par- 
liament. Tbe number of candidates elected of 
other parties is insignificant. 
Japan.—Yokohama dates to the 23d ult. have 
been received at San Francisec. A diplomatic diffi- 
culty was threatened between the representatives of 
some of the European Powers and the Japanese gov- 
ernment. 


The former have been endeavoring to ob- 
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& promise that the whole country shall be 
thrown open to foreigners; but the Japanese refused 
to entertain such a proposition, except upon condi- 
tion that the foreign governments surrender their 
privilege of ex-territorial jurisdiction, ¢. ¢., of au. 
thority over their own subjects residing in Japan, 
without reference to the laws of the latter country. 
The envoys of Holland, France and Eogland were 
unwilling to relinquish these privileges, and were 
said to be pressing their claims for the portion yet 
unpaid of the Simonosaki indemnity, apparently as 
a help in enforcing their wishes. The Japanese 
goveroment declared themselves ready to pay the 
claims, but would not consent to accept their 
linquishment as an equivalent for opening the coun- 
try, even to the Powers holding them; still less to 
the other nations with whom Japan has treaties. 
The Minister from the United States took no part in 
this action of the others, and had informally noti- 
fied the Japanese government that he desired no 
part of the indemnity due to be paid tohim. A 
circular dispatch to the foreign Ministers has been 
issued, setting forth the objections of the Japanese 
government to the system of ex-territorial rights, 
and showing that European governments have de- 
clared against in the cases of other Asiatic nations 
A petition was in circulation for signature by Amer- 
cans, asking of the United States Government that 
the surplus of the indemnity be returned to Japan, 
on condition that it be devoted to educational pur- 
poses. 

On the 9th ult., a fire in Yeddo swept away the 
wooden buildings from almost as large an area as 
that of the fire of Fourth month, 1872, the loss be- 
ing estimated at $200,000. Owing to the construc- 
tion of many fire-proof storehouses for valuables, 
a greater amount of property comparatively was 
saved than in the previous conflagration. 

The Japanese Foreign Office has received a dis- 
patch from the Chinese government, saying that the 
envoy appointed by Peru to that country will be re- 
ceived with the courtesy and attention due to a 
Minister, but that China can make no treaty with 
Peru until the latter shall have released and re- 
turned all the Chinese coolies now held there, and 


pledged itself to discontinue coolie importation in 
future.

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Coneress.—The Senate has discussed financial 
questions, without comimg to any definite action. 
In the House, on the 19th, a motion was made to 
suspend the rules and adopt a resolution declaring 
that, as the present money stringency has greatly 
depressed the industry and commercial affairs of 
the country, and diminished the revenues of the 
government, the true policy, instead of laying addi- 
tional taxes, lies in en .cting such laws as will relieve 
such stringency, and supply the means necessary to 
the business of the country, by increasing the cir- 
culating medium ; and instructing the Committee on 
Banking and Currency to report such a bill. The 
motion received 135 yeas to 98 nays, but not having 
the two-thirds necessary for a suspension of the 
rules, it was lost. The bill promote education, 
by granting aid to the States for that purpose, was 
postponed till the Third month next, on motiou of 
the chairman of the committee which reported it, 
on the ground thatthe present condition of the na- 
tional treasury would not justify such appropria- 
tions. The Naval Appropriation bill passed the 
House ; also one allowing coinage to be executed at 
the United States mint for foreign countries. A 
resolution was adopted directing the Judiciary Com- 
mittee to inquire whether further legislation is ne- 
cessary to prevent the illegal use of the United 
States flag on commercial vessels. 
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
